_REDCLIFF LAST FRIDAY,

When the storm had passed people 
came from all directions to learn the 
extent of the damage done and to 
render assistance if necessary, as all 
thought surely there must be some 
fatalities.and serious bodily injuries 
inflicted. Strange to say no one was 
killed but the piles of wreckage which 
filled the streets and vacant. lots was 
‘a sad looking sight, : 

Early Saturday morning a gang o> 
about 100 men were put to work clean- 
ing up the debris and making traffic 
safe and by night there was a big im- 
provement in the town's appearance. 

All day Saturday and Sunday there 
was regular procession of autos from 
Medicine Hat and surrounding coun- 
try bringing in people to see the havoc 
wrought by the storm. On Saturday 
about 150 telegrams came from all 
parts of Canada and the United States 
enquiring’ for the safety of friends 
and extending sympathy for the dis- 
aster. Among them were several to

Farm Help for 
The Harvest Season 


The Department of Agriculture 
begs to advise the farmers of the 
province that in view of the large in- 
creasecrease in the acreage seeded to 
grain and the promising crop condi- 
tions, there is likely to be a very 
great demand this season for harvest 
help and as there are ‘a large number 
of unemployed workmen in our cities 
at the present time it would be well to 
engage such help as may be needed at 


Hitherto it has been the policy of 
the railway companies to induce west- 
ward immigration for harvest help, 
but this year it may be assumed that 
no such movement will be possible, as 
conditions in the Eastern provinces 
are very similar to those in the west 
with very little or no immigration 
from’ Europe. 

At the present time there are a cer- 
number of unemployed in Alberta. 
There are now, however, over 100,000 
menunder arms, and recruiting is pro- 
gressing steadily. Before harvest 
therefore, it is safe to conclude that 
upward of 50,000 more men will have 
been withdrawn, It is also expected 
that railway and municipal work will 
rapidly employ many of the present 
unemployed, so there is likely to be a 
scarcity of help for harvest work if 
arrangements are not made at once 
to secure the necessary assistance. 


Good Opening for 
Canadian Fruit Trade 


As showing to some extent how 
much fruit-growing means to Canada, 
it is worth while noting the amount of 
trade formerly done by the countries 
at war that lies open for cultivation 
by this country. At the Canadian 
Fruit Growers Conference held at 
Grimsby last September, Mr. J. A, 
Ruddick, dairy ‘and cold storage com- 
missioner, stated that he had taken a 
period of five years and that he had 
taken a period.of five years and that 
he had found the importations of ap- 
ples from Germany to Britain varied 
each year from 5,000 to 14,000 bushel 
boxes; from Belgium from 100,000 to 
500,000 boxes; from France from 50,- 
000 to 575,000 boxes and from. Por- 
tugal ‘from 17,000 to 360,000 boxes. 
Of pears the importations varied 
boxes 
from Germany; from 262,800 to 5085, 
480 boxes from Belgium and from

tugal. Large quantities were also 
imported from The Netherlands, 
which may not available, Mr. Rud- 
dick prognosticated an increased “de- 
mand for dried and evaporated fruit 
from Great Britain for use in the 
arthy.
